"Disturbing Element" Removed. 

The "disturbing element," so to 
speak, has been removed from the fac- 
ulty of the Paris city school, regardless 
of qualifications, and the breach be- 
tween the people, the School Board 
and the alleged head of the institution 
widened to an enormous degree. 

The "disturbing element" to which 
we refer is the deposed music teacher, 
who after years of connection with the 
institution in various capacities was 
truthlessly removed without any ap- 
parent cause, except for the reason of 
a long-since-forggotten episode.rekind 
led and employed as an excuse for her 
dismissal by a designing, unscrupulous 
superintendent and members of the 
Board of Education. 

When we state it was the work of 
the Board of Education we do not re- 
flect upon the one or more of that body 
whose honor and respectability would 
not permit them to be drawn among 
the cohesive members [who stood for 
the removal of the member of the fac- 
ulty to whom we refer. As far back 
as the history of the public school in 
Paris dates, and with all credit to pre- 
ceding Boards, it is the first time cn 
rceord where personal enmity, for 
which the unfortunate victim was rot 
responsible, where tactics of this 
character have been employed. 

The matter has caused considerable 
indignation among the people of Pari?, 
princpally patrona cf the school, whose 
children felt the influence of this 
worthy preceptress, and whose removal 
without any niausible reason other 
than that she was a "disturbing ele- 
men" was acomplished alone b.v the 
superintendent, who has assumed con- 
trol of all the affairs of the institution 
that belongs to the people, by leading 
certain members of the Board of Edu- 
cation around by the ncse. It has 
been our good fortune to become 
acquainted with the motive designed 
for the removal of this teacher, and it 
is known to many others. The dirty, 
slimy nature of its concoction is a 
simple probl3m to solve, even by the 
most incomprehenaive.and we feel that* 
the public will concur [with us in the 
opinion that the true u "di3turbing ele- 
ment" destined to corrupt the institu- 
tion was left untouched by the narrow- 
sighted mempers crfttre Board who cast 
their votes for another teacher in this 
department the last session of the 
body. 

The public school, we take it, is a 
Dlcce of learning. It is not to be domi- 
neered by an individual or a body who 
would use it as a cloak to conceal the 
nakedness of their perfidy ; a place of 
learning for the rich and the poor— for 
the children of the tax-payer, and for 
those who are less fortunate. In re- 
cent years it has been regarded in a 
different light— that of belonging to 
only a few, who were elected to serve 
the will of the people, not to be influ- 
enced by one or more who might center 
their efforts in this body to settle their 
grievance. More recently instead of a 
dace of learning and instruction it has 
become a place of amusement, so to 
speak, and we might add that, in the 
absence of other means of entertain- 
ment, it has been converted into a 
dance hall, at the whims of the heads 
higher up, to satisfy the desire of the 
pupils for diversions, instead of efforts 
along plans and ideas of a higher and 
more benefitting natuie. We believe 
the public will bear with us in the 
statement that the latest action of 
the Board of Education, togethtr with 
the manner in which the affairs of the 
school have been conducted recently, 
I are a little beyond the measure of en- 
durance. There is a solution, and we 
j are thankful the time is not far distant 
! for the people who sometimes believe 
j in fairness to exercise their right of 
j suffage in selecting a Boa i cf Edu- 
cation which will co to the r « 1 seat if 
the trouble, eliminate the real cause 
for the future benefit of the school, tnd 
not to be influenced to lend !heir vote 
in low and underhand scheme 7 , which, 
: if permitted to continue, will bring to 
I ruin an institution of which the people 
i should feel proud— far-reaching in all 
'branches of public education- justly 
; deserved by the people of Paris.

Plans to Get Rid of Flies. 

Trv the following nlan and absolute- 
ly rid your house cf flies: Pay twenty- 
hve cents for a fly traD. or, better 
still, get a haif-dozen, bait them and 
place in your yard. Break a little piece 

I foro the edge cf a bottle or a Mason 
jar, fill with two per cent, formalin 
(two tea snoons to a pint of water,) 
and invert in a saucer, the ton of the 
saucer coming just above the hole in 
the jar. Put a small slice of oread 
covered with sugar near the edge of 
the saucer. Both bottle ana saucer 
may be pat in a bracket, so it can be 
hung in any sunny ' t corner near stable 
orjporch. Durins hot, dry weather, 
witn no other water near, this device 
will over porch, yard or stable with 
flies that will never lay eggs any more. 
Oth»r poisons may be used, all placed 
out of reach of dogs, etc. Some such 
poisoning method, placed out of doors, 
proves one of the cheapest anj easiest 
solutions of the fly problem. The 
bottle keeps the strength of the so- 
lution, anrt doles the poisonj downj as 
needed, so that once set it requires no 
attention for weeks. 

Don't wait for flies to come inside 
before catching or poisoning them. 
Get your neighbors to cooperate, and 
your block, at least, will not be 
troubled with flies. Comparatively few 
are alive now.

Improving the Roads. 

*'W6 favor Federal aid to State and 
local authorities in the construction 
and maintainence'of post-rbads. "5 

This was a Democratic pre-election 
promise. It was a plank in the plat- 
form adopted by the national Demo- 
cratic' party at the Denver convention 
in 1910. It has been assured that the 
Democrats *in the House [of Rem-e- 
sentatives would give to the people 
after election what they [promised on 
the stump before!eiection ; that Speak- 
er Champ Clark would insist upon hav- 
ing every pre-election promise carried 
to the letter. It has been repeatedly 
ureed that Democrtaic Congressmen 
h«lp the good roads movement as one of 
the most effective methods of giving 
the farmers of the United States some 
of the beneffts^of the vast ^government 
expenditures to which they are justly 
entitled. This assurance has justjbeen 
made good, not in words, but in deeds. 
The Democratic House of Representa- 
tives, we are pleased to announce to 
users of the public roads, has passed 
the Shackleford amendment to ' the 
Postoffice appropriation bill providing 
for 'an expenditure of from ten to 
eichiean millions of dollars annually 
for the construction and improvement 
of the nation's roads. The principle 
on which it is proposed to spend this 
money is based on compensation to be 
paid bv the Federal government for 
the use of roads traversed by carriers 
in the rural free delivery service, and 
is divided into three classes,as follows: 

Class A— The highest form of im- 
proved road in the country for which 
it is proposed to pay $25 per mile per 
year. 

Class B— A thoroughfare _ot high 
quality, but not equal to Class fA, for 
which it is proposed to nay $20 per 
mile per year. 

Class C -The ordinary dirt road ^of 
the country, somewhat improved, for 
which it is proposed to pay $15 per 
mile per year. 

Sentiment in favor of road improve- 
ment with money now being wasted 
for fake commissions like the Canadian , 
Boundary Commission— which exists | 
solely to provide berths for lame duck 
politicians- is growing rapidly through- 
out the country. For many years the 
oecple who "live in the farming com- 
munities, fand in the'smaller towns and ; 
cities, have felt that too much of the ; 
public moneyjwas^being spent in the j 
large cities. In the lastjten years fully j 
90 per cent, of the public ^revenue Jias : 
been spent in the "cities notwithstand- j 
ing the fact that the people of the , 
country have furnished more than half I 
of the m oney collected by the govern-, 
ment. Neither the Estate nor the ! 
nattonal^governmentjwill be jthe loser; 
by generous expenditure for public road 
construction, for the'money will ulti- 
mately come back through the increase 
in the taxable value of farm lands. 
Nor is that the onlv way i-t will come 
back. Whatever makes for the agri- 
cultural development of the country al- 
so aids other industries in the land. 
Alt cla sses Jrely uoon^good crops for 
prosperity. 

Prohibit P ublic Drinking Cups. 

The following leaflets have been is- 
sued : 

"The use of common drinking cups 
on railroad trains, and in railroad 
stations, pub'ic hotels, boarding houses, 
restaurants, or steamboats, in stores, 
or other publicly frequented places in 
Kentucky, is hereby prohibited. No 
person or corporation in charge of the 
aforesaid places, andlno person or corpo- 
ration shall permit on said railroad 
trains, in railroad stations, or any pub- 
licly frequented place in Kentucky, the 
use of the drinking cuo in cummon. 

"There must also be posted in a con- 
spicuous place, by the individual or 
corporation, by the drinking water con- 
taihed in any of the places mentioned 
in the foregoing paragraph, a [warning 
cardboard with the above printed 
thereon in large letters, so they can 
be easily read. Any person or corpo- 
rationjviolating the provisions of this 
act shall, uoon conviction, be fined in 
any sum not les3 than one dollar, and 
not more than ten dollars, and each 
day's violation of anv of the provisions 
of this act shall be considered a sepa- 
rate offense, punishable by finejn the 
amount named above. 

"All laws inconsistent.with this act 
are hereby repealed." 

(Pa«sed by Kentucky Legislature, 
Session 1912; Governor's signature, 
March 12, 1912.) 

Carlisle Depot About Completed. 

The" new "passenger depot of the 
Louisvilie & Nashville road at Carlisle 
is rearing completion, and will prub- 
ablv be readv to open to the public in 
t vo weeks.

The large freight 
depot erected of the sa r.e material is 
nearing completion, 'the two buildings 
are being erected at a cost of about 
$20,000. The railroad is also planning 
other improvements, and it is said will 
put in a large amount of additional 
sidings there.

Legume Crops and the Nitrogen 
Supply. 

There can be no'doubt that the great- 
est deficiency of Kentucky soils is ni- 
trogen. Says George Roberts, of the 
Kentuck Experiment station. A defi- 
iency of one element of plant food 
limits "crop production, although all 
the other elements may be present in 
abundance. Hence the greatest |single 
factor in restoring our soils to fertility 
is increasing the nitrogen ^supply No 
one, not even the fertilizer maufactu- 
rer, now contends that nitrogen ;can be 
profitably bought in commercial fertili- 
zers in quantities required by crops. 
There is only one source from which 
nitrogen may be economically obtained 
in sufficient quantities, and that is 
from the air by the growing of the le- 
guminous crops (clovers, cow peas, 
etc.). ; Enough legumes must be grown 
in. the rotation to supply nitrogen in 
the soil^for the crops that cannot ob- 
tain it from the air, (such as corn, 
wheat, etc.)* and to replace that 
which is being lost in the drainage 
waters. The nitrogen supply cannot 
be Kept by merely growing legumes in 
the rotation and harvesting them and 
not returning the manure in good con- 
dition. .Two thirds of the nitrogen of 
the manure is excreted in the urine. 
This is generally lost. As manure is 
generally handled by throwing it out 
in piles, two thirds of ,the nitrogen of 
the solid manure is easilly lost by 
heating and leaching it from four to 
six months. Ordinarily net more than 
one third to one sixth of the nitrogen 
in the feed consumed is returned to 
the soil in the manure. 

In order to keep up the nitrogen sup- 
ply there must be an abundance of le- 
gumes in the rotation, and all manure 
produced must be carefully saved and 
returned to the soil. The most practi- 
cal way to handle the manure is to 
use sufficient bedding to absorb the 
urine, and then spread. the manure as 
fast as made. It is generally spread 
on the sod to be turned ^for corn, but 
it may be spread on meadows a year 
before breakirfg for corn. When it is 
impossible to remove the manure it is 
safe to allow it to accumulate in the 
stalls. In case it must be piled out- 
side the stalls, it should be closely 
compact to exclude the air, and pro- 
tected fromlrains, either by capping 
with straw or by shelter. 

It may be necessary now and then 
to turn under a legume crop in order 
to keep up the nitrogen supply. The 
following rotation is used on the Ex- 
periment Station Farm: First year, 
corniwith cowfpeas sown at last culti- 
vation. When the corn is removed 
the peas are disked in and the ground 
sown to r>e for a cover crop. Sec- 
ond year, the cover crop is turned un- 
der, followed by cow peas or soy 
beans. When these are removed the 
ground is^ia disked and.sown to wheat 
for the third year crop. If the clover 
fails, as it often does, the ground is 
broken as soon as the wheat is remov- 
ed, and thoroughly prepared for 
clover, which is seeded about 
August 20th, along with a little 
timothy. It fcives a good crop of hav 
the next year and avoids breaking up 
the regular rotation. We believe that 
it pays to seed the clover after the 
wheat is removed, although it takes a 
little extra labor, as the stand is much 
surer than when seeding with the 
wheat in the spring. The manure pro- 
duced is put on the clover sod. 

On many soils legume crops cannot 
be successfully grown until lime or 
limestone has been supplied to correct 
sourness. Also many Kentucky soils 
are too *d*f cient Jin phosphoric aid to 
produce large crops of legumes. This 
statement applies to nearly all our 
soils outside the Blue Grass region.

In November, 1911, Mon- 
roe and seven other farmers in the pool 
sued for a receiver t<> take charge of 
the pool and for a distribution of the 
funds. The Pendleton County Board of 
Control, by cross petition, prayed the 
same relief. 

The trial Judge held that the Burley 
Society did not have the right to sell 
the pooled tobacco without the approv- 
al of the Pendleton Board ot Control, 
nor the right to equalize the poolers of 
the different counties.
